Bismarck on the Secret 

Rankin, July 31.—The Anseiger publishes 
a cireuler addressed by Count Bismarck on 
the 29th inst. to the representatives of Prus- 
sis at the courts of the neutral powers. The 
document gives the following expose of 


“the French Legation et: Berlin urged’ an 
alhance between France and Prussia for the 
purpose of mutual aggrendizement. France 
anticipated war with Austria as a consequence 
of the Danish war, and made overtures rela- 
tive to the restoration of Luxembourg and 
the fron*ier of 1814; the acquisition of Saar- 
druck end Landar, while «a broader 
settlement of the boundary question on the 
basis of language was not to be excluded. 
These instances, in May, 1866, took the form 
of a proposition for an alliance, offensive and 
and defensive. Inthe manuscript, the origi- 
nal of which is in the Foreign Office here, the 
propositions are as follows: 

1. Should a congreas of powers assemble, 
Italy is to baye Venetia and the Prussian 
Duchies. 

2d. thonld the Corgress disagree an alli- 
ance offensive and defensive will be made be- 
tween France end Prussia. 

zd Pruseia is to open hostilities against 
Austria within ten days afier the dissolution 
of Congress. 
4th Should no Congress meet Prussia is to 
attack Austria within thirty days after the 
signature of the present treaty. 

5th. Napoleon is to begin hostilities against 

Austria as soon as Prussia begins, dispatching 
800,000 men during the frst month across the 
Rhine. . 
* 6th. No separate treaty shall be made 
by either power with Austria. Wheu a joint 
treaty is made the following are to be the 
conditions: 

lst. Venetia is to go to Italy. 

2 Prussia is to select German territory at 
will r ane, the pumber of bab. 
tants not to exceed eight millions of souls, the 
territory thus acquired to become a part of 
the kingdom of Prussia without federal rights. 

3 France isto havea liberal shaie of the 
Rhine provinces. 

Ah. A mulitery maratim alliance is to be 
made between France and Prussia, to which 
Italy may be a party should she desire. 

This programme, the Circular states, was 
repealed in June, 1866, in spite of the threat- 
ening urgency of Frauce. The proposals were 
incessantly, renewed with modifications sac 
rificing Belgium and South Germany. 
but were never seriously entertained by Prus- 
sie. For the sake of peace, however, it was 
thought best to leave Napoleon to bis delu 
ots. No word implying approval was re- 
tu be. Time was counted on to tevo- 
Jutlot ze Fracce and extinguish the 
‘cheme, and hei ce the long deiay 
and sik nere. Tte attempt egainst Luxem- 
Loire fande, France repeated ber former 
pioporitions makivg the epecifications in re- 
gaie to the S¢quisiticn of Belgiam by France 
and & uh Gesmery by Prussw.

Any un- 
eequainted with the antecedents must have 
kvown tbat bad Prussia acquiesced in the

An Engagement at Saarbrack.
